tit-bits before us, for instance the Si. John 
N.B. Telegraph, in trying to convince the 
electors of that city that they should vote 
against the Goyernment at the coming 
election for a member to succeed Sir Leon- 
ard Tilley, tells chom that the Ministry is 
responsible ‘‘collectively,” for * the disas- 
tor and starvation among the fishormen of 
Labrador,” and because **tho Montreal 
people are dying by thousands of small- 
pox. ” R 

People may well ask themselves what the 
Dominion Government has to do with the 
introduction of small-pox in the city of 
Montreal ? and whethor the disease was the 
result of the passage of an order in Council ? 
The Telegraph may not know, but most of 
our readers do, that Labrador is not in the 
Dominion of Canada ; and even if it were, 
no order in Council or maladwinistration 
could very well préduce the storms which 
prevailéd upon that coast, nor cause the 
loss Of life’which was the result of such 
storms. Yot these are very fair specimens 
of Grit political writings. 

Next we have this same journal mislead- 
ing its readers upon tho question of cab hire, 
as follows : 

It is mentioned that in these hard times, and 
with the deficit of nearly two woillions and a 
half, a sum of $29,004 was spentin cab hire by 
the Dominion Government at Octawa. This 
would give the, say twenty, hacks at Ottawa 
nearly $30 oach per week, St. Jolin cab drivers 


will enjoy reading of the fortunate circum- 
stances which their fellow whips enjoy at tho 
Dominion capital. 

Upon this statement, the St. John Sun 
aptly remarks ; 

An editor who thinks that Labrador is a part 
of Cana ia may be expected to believe that the 
cabinet ministers spend a hundred dollars a 
day eachin cab hire. An examination of the 
blue bouks will disclose the fact that the total 
amount spentincab hire by all the dopart- 
ments for the use of ministers and others was 
last year $1,052.95. The Telegraph's figures 
are only twenty-ight times the actual amount, 
The sum spent for cab hire for each department 
at Ottawa is considerably less than the amount 
spent for the Bame purpose by each department 
in Fredericton, though the former have thir 
teen resident ministers and tho latter only one. 


The St. John Globe, a twin brother in 
political mountebankism of the Toronto 
organ of the same name, tells its readers 
that the forged petition, purporting to be 
from Riel and: his confederates, was ‘‘ the 
work of a Conservative journal.””
